Response to Remarks 

2. Applicants' arguments and amendments, filed on 3/19/01, 5/09/01, and 7/31/01, 
have been approved and entered. They have been fully considered and they are 
deemed to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous 
office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are 
either newly applied or reiterated. They constitute the complete set presently being 
applied to the instant application. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 



4. Claims 14-16, 37-39, 41-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Miller et al. (US 5,807,678). 
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Art Unit: 1637 

Miller et al. al. discloses a protein (SEQ ID No :2) which is identical to SEQ ID 
No: 2 and SEQ ID No: 18 of the instant application and is therefore viewed to be 
inclusive of instant claims 14-16, 37-38 and 41-43. 

5. Claims 17, 40 are allowed.
